Ri«ponsive to the Office Action dated January 16, 2002, Applicant provisionally 
makes th< following election. However, the Applicant traverses the election requirement 
as being xiunecessary and somewhat off-point. The AppUcant notes that NONE of the 
presently presented claims, independent or dependent, require specijBc materials for 
housing t ibes or for Ihin- walled neutron permeable materials. The claims also do not 
require specific percentages of alloy materials. Thus, the Applicant calls into question 
the Examiner's need to specify particular materials and particular constituent percentages 
of those riaterials where such parameters are not subject reqmrements of any of the 
claims.

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Tie Applicant's Election transmitted via fecsimile on November 29, 2001 is 
maintaint d (hence incorporated by reference) with the above traverse noted. With 
reference to the Examiner's notice of non-compliance dated 1/16/02 (noted deficiency of 
paragrap] 1 1 (a)), the Applicant notes that the Exanuner asks for an election of a particular 
percentage of a nickel titanium alloy. However, the Examiner has not specified what 
type of pt trcentages he would require (e.g., atomic percentage, percentage by weight). 
Thus, the Applicant provides (as a provisional election) an exemplary nickel-titanium 
alloy, of 3 oiighly an equal atomic percentage of nickel and titanium, 

W ith reference to the Examiner's noted deficiency at paragraph 1(b), the 
Apphcani notes that the previously made election is proper, the specification openly 
providing exemplary materials which may be thin walled and neutron permeable. The 
Applicam urges the Examiner to look again at the claim language, which states that the 
material should be thin walled and neutron permeable.
